some points' for miles as it winds over 
and around the hills in northern Oiihua- 
; hua. 
The road is an evidence of the 
efficiency of the American army whicl! 
in a week's time has converted the trail 
across a semi-desert iuto' a 
militar)' 
•road, the main artery for supplies to 
Gen. Pershing's punitive"column. 


This new road is W t aii ideal high- 
way but it serves the purpose. 
The bi.g 
grey automobile trucks which carry the 
supplies by the- ton hive cut ruts so 
deep in the bottomless sand and gravol 
that at some places there, is no longer 
clearance for the 
axles 
and 
parallel 
roads have been Igid out alongside the 
old trail. 
At intervals of a few miles 
each all day can be seen Avhat appear to 
be huge clouds" of grey smoke. 
These 
màrk the positions of the moving sup- 
ply trains, o^r cavalry patrols, squad.? of 
signal corps men on military ia^utóino- 
biles.

Initiative and SkiU. 


On the individual initiative and skill 
of the American, soldipr and his officers 
depends the success of moving supplies 
over these Mexican roads. 


Motorcj'cle dispatch riders aid tlieii 
machines by vigorous use of their legs. 
As the motorcycles plunge into the ruts 
or dip into sand piles their riders slick 
out a leg on each side as a prop, choke 
the engine and as the machine topples 
inevitably to one side or other, they 
give a kick with whichever foot comes 
most handy to straighten up the ma- 
chine and then go roaring ahead again. 


The great plains and the mountains 
bordering the road are mostly devoid of 
every sign of life. 
But occasionally on 
a distint hill a signal flag wig-wagg}ng 
shows where an American lookout is on 
the watch. 
Marching or riding, 
the 
troops find.much of the road uncomfort- 
able for travel because the mountain 
winds drive the sand into the men's 
faces with a sting as sliarp as winter 
sleet.

LET THE NUISANCE BE ABATED 


The Fort Wayne Sentinel 
entered ^ s seeona-Cian Mall Matter at the Pmtofrica at Fort y^aynt, Indiana^ 
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When the City Plays. 


That othei' Indiana cities besides Fort Wayne are experiencing 
splendid results from public playground and recreation oeiiters is 
made very clear in the first report of the municipal recreation com- 
mittee at'South Bend, which has just been issued. In this report is 
summarized the activities of the committee in supervising and direct- 
ing the play of that city for more than a year and a hafl. 


A photograph presented in the report shows boys of many na 
tionalities engaged in a baseball game. 
Diverse interests and the 
consciousness of diverse nationalities have been obliterated by the 
great Amcj-ican game. Another picture shows a group of children 
of seven nationalities saluting the American flag. 


Four playgrounds and one playiield have been provided for the 
-»youth of the city , and one playfield has been obtained for future 
development. During 1915 more than 120,000 persons sought recre- 
^atioii at these centers. 
A civic federation consisting of thirteen 
sifcial centers has been organized. An amateur athletic association, 
the organization of inter-plaj^ground baseball leagues, home garden- 
ing, school .gai'dening, flower shows, Christmas celebrations, social 
center dancing parties, are only a few of the interests developed by 
the committee. The maintenance of the work of the committee cost 
$10,257.25 in 1015. Part of the money is appropriated by the school 
board and part is obtained by general subscription. 


A few years ago a proposal to expend public money in any such 
fashion as this would doubtless have called forth indignajit protests 
sufficient I0 dofoat it. The idea that any community owed to itself 
the largest development of its civic life would have been at once 
hooted down as altogether fantastic and not to be countenanced for 
a moment. It would have been denounced as a shameless waste of 
both effort and money and wholly and utterly preposterous. Yet we 
in Fort Wayne, they in South Bend and those in countless other 
cities as well are learning by experience that any effort that aids in 
the .development of closer civic life, broader civic impulses and more 
sympathetic civic concera makes for better citizenshij}, and that 
neither money nor effort expended intelligently to that end is wasted. 


Eastern expression continues to indicate a very marked pre- 
ponderance of republican sentiment for Charles AV. Fairbanks, of In- 
diana, for the presidential nomination. 
Cessation of the agitation 
for Justice Hughes makes it appear that the justice has at last suc- 
ceeded in convincing his friends that he isn't a candidate and has no 
desire to be one. 
The Indiana republican organization, which has 
liotiiing of the amateur about it, now faces a splendid opportunity to 
bring new honor to the state by putting the distinguished Hoosier 
citizen across at the Chicago (convention.

Congressman Cliiie has very promptly pledged his fullest and 
most energetic support to the humanitai^ian project of getting sup- 
plies of condensed milk and similar foods into Germany and Austria 
fi)r the relief of thousands of babies there who arc doubtless suffer- 
ing for want of these necessities. 
The cause has enlisted the com- 
plete sympathy of the Twelfth district congressman, and he will do 
everything in bis power to secure the passage of the Emerson resolu- 
tion to open the way for the relief supplies. It is a movement which 
shduld have the heartij^st support from every quarter.

attended in this city; recitals and con- 
certs given by such high-class artists 
as Kubelik, Sametini, several symphony 
orchestras, Bailhe Trio with su:h solo- 
ists as 'Schumann-Heink 
and 
Louise 
Homer, Parlow and otliers. 
And now 
Mischa Elman is^ coming, who ¡»bys 
like a lung. 
We can imagine him now, 
playing, let us say, the C-Minor Con- 
certo by Bruch. 
He has just 
itarted 
the second movement, that andaota of 
exquisite beauty, and it is being rudely 
marred by one of those unmusical iii- 
dividu.als, to the intense chagrin and in- 
dignation of listeners near by, who hap- 
pen. to "have some music in themselves.'' 
But let us hope that these weli-meant 
lines will result in a very happy change 
to be noticed in the Elman concert.

A great composer said he never 
enjoyed any music so much as the /ir«t 
lusty cry of liis 
firstborn.

COLE YOUNGER, ONCE 


B t l H I I I E E . BEM 


Final Days of Former Out- 
law Q-iven to Devoutly 
Religious Life. 


Lees Summit, Mo., March 22.—Cole 
Younger, famous outlaw of border days, 
but of late years a devout church at- 
tendant and peaceful citizen, died at his 
home here last night after a lingering 
illness. 
He was 72 years of age and 
unmarried. 


Cole Younger was one of the last of 
the members 
of 
the notorious robber 
bands that infested western 
Missouri 
during and after the civil war. He was 
,a member of the 
Qnantrell 
band of, 
guerriallas and with his two brothers 
took part with the "James boys" in 
bank and train robberies in iMissouri 
and neighboring states that netted the 
looters more than a hundred thousand 
dollars. 
The leading members of these 
bands are dead, some at the hands of 
the law, some 
by 
suicide and others 
from natural causes. 
Yotmger, after a 
long term in the penitentiary, became a 
law abiding Missouri citizen. 


Eldest of "Younger Boys." 
Cole was 
the 
oldest 
of the three 
"Younger boys." 


The father, Col. Harry W. Younger, 
cam^ to Missouri from Kentucky before 
the iwar. 
He, wa-s a strong union man, 
though a slaveholder. 
H? settled near 
I^es Summit, twenty miles from Kan- 
sas City, where Cole was born in 1844. 
Colonel Younger was murdered by one 
of the bands of lawless" guerrillas that 
infested the Missouri-Kansas border in 
war times. 
The sons said their father 
was slain by Kansans for the p\irp^ose of 
robbery, 
they 
immediately 
took, up 
arras against thei. north. 
They joined 
Quantrell's 
guerrillas 
and bad 
their 
part in the memorial sacking of Law- 
rence, Kansas. _

Edgar Darville, formerly a resident of 
Fort Wayne, but now a member of the 
English army in France, has written to 
a friend in this city, telling of events 
direct from tlic battle's front. In all 
probability, although nothing is said in 
the letter, he is now near Verdun in 
the allies trenches.

life he is now in is^entirely too strenu- 
ous to bo pleasurable.

"A Company, 10th K. R. R., B. E

Friend:—Received

And then our 
artillery started. The sky Avas an ab- 
solute red. I peeped through the Avater- 
proof sheet hanging over the entrance 
A^'ith ray SAVord fixed on my rille, and 
my 
shrapnel 
proof 
helmet on and 
Avliiskers on my face six days old and 
no Avash or even a comb through my 
hair. I Avas aAvaiting orders from our 
captain. 
But I Avas all ready for any 
German that 
stuck his head around 
Avhere I Avas. A largo shell Avent into 
the dugout next to mine and as luck 
would have it, the shell never exploded. 
If it had, my dugout Avould have copped 
out and so would I. 


"The noise Avas terrible and our guns 
mowed the Germans do\t'n like sheep. 
This makes the secona bip bombard- 
ment our company has been in. This 
last one Ave had- only tAvo men were 
Avounded. 
Can't tell you much more 
noAV as all our letters are read over. 
Tell my friends I am Avell and anxious 
to get back to Fort Wayne again. 
I 
can tell you sonie horrible things when 
I return.

Washington, March 22.—^\Tien the 
house naval committee ioday received 
the Tillman bill for a government armor 
plate plant, which passed the senate 
yesterday, it also received a proposal 
from the Bethlehem Steel company to 
cut the price of armor from the pres- 
ent price of $425 a ton to $395. 


"We arc today selling armor to the 
United States government at a lower 
price than England, Germany, France, 
Austria and Japan arc 
paying, even 
where the government itse^ has em- 
barked in the business. 
Not 
only is 
that true but the specifications of the 
United States are much more rigid, and 
the wages paid are very much higher 
than those prevailing in any of the for- 
eign countries. 
Steel prices are con- 
tinuall}' going up and they are today 
much higher than has been the case for 
many years. 
In spite of that we offer 
to make armor at a lower price than the 
United States has paid for twenty-nine 
years, and wc agree to accept this price 
for the ne.xt five years. 
^V e also call 
attention to the fact that though, since 
the war began, we have been able in 
Europe to get almost any price we 
chose to ask for ordnance, we have dur- 
ing the period made no addition what- 
ever to the selling price to the United 
States government for any^ of the ord- 
nance })roducts which we manufacture." 


This offer previously was made to the 
senate committee and ignored. 


Caused Much Surprise, 


111 the face of threats after the sen- 
ate committee's refu.sal.to entertain thvi 
proposal, that the armoi- makers would 
raise the price if the bill passed, the 
company's renewed offer caused much 
surprise. 
The proposal was submitted 
by Presidence Grace, of the Bethlehem 
company, Avho repeated his statement 
that if the government erected a plant, 
private works worth more than twenty 
million dollars would be made useless. 
President Grace's 
proposal 
continued: 
"The Bethlehem Steel company, alto- 
gether aside from its tinancial interests, 
recognizing its obligation as a citizen, 
and in order that its jjosition may be 
clearly understood, now desires formal- 
ly to submit the following proposal to 
the federal government: 
'\Ve will man- 
ufacture one-third, or such additional 
quality as may be awarded to us of the 
armor i)late required for the contem- 
plated five year naval program, esti- 
mated at approximately 120,000 tons, 
at a price of $395 per ton for side armor, 
as compared with the price of $425 now 
obtaining.' 


"The proposed price is lower than has 
been paid by the government for more 
than ten years. 


"If the foregoing price is not satis- 
factory We will agree to permit any 
well known firm of chartered account- 
ants or the federal trade commission to 
inventory 
plant and make carefiíl 
estimate^ of the cost of manufacture; 
with that tlata in hand we will m?et 
the secretary of the navy and aRree to 
manufacture armor at a price Mhich' 
will be entirely satisfactory to him, as 
being quite as low as the lowest price 
at which the government could possibly 
manufacture armor pn its own account 
after taking into account all proper 
charges. 


"We make the foregoing proposition 
rather than have our plant put out of 
e.xistence. 
We have invested, as actu- 
ally inventoric<l today, over ."57,000,000 
in that plant. This figure does not take 
into account the large expenditures, cer- 
tainly $2,000,000, for the plants and 
equipment Mliich have been abandoned 
on becoming obsolete."

Walter Lobenatein, one of the car men 
of the Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana 
Traction company's city lines who went 
on strike last September, was arraigned 
in the city court Wednesday morning, 
on a charge of assault and battery as 
the man who threw a paving brick that 
struck I^Iotorman John F. Baase, Mon- 
day afternoon, and fractured, his skull.

In the city court, Wednesday, Judge 
H, Waveland Kerr continued the case 
against Lobenstein until March 31, con- 
tinuing the original bond. By the end 
of the month it is believed Baase will 
bo able to leave the hospital to testify 
in the case. 


Two young inen who were passengers 
on Baase's car at Taylor 
street 
and 
Bjroadway, Monday afternoon, when the 
brick was thrown, looked at| Lobenstein 
at police headquarters. Tuesday after.- 
soon, and said he resembled the man 
they had seen throw the brick, but one 
of the men would not be positive. Then 
Lobenstein was taken' to the hospital 
and ^presented to Baase, who positively 
declared him to be the man. Lobenstein 
protests his innocence. 


The trouble arose'during the funeral 
of Herbert J. Waggoner, one of the strik- 
ing carmen. 
The.members of the Car- 
men's union attended the funeral in a 
body and it is stated that Baase ran his 
car into the throng on Broadway just as 
the procession was 
forming 
for the 
march to the cemetery. After Baase was 
injured he is declared to have again in» 
terfered with the- funeral cortege.

In his statement nt St. Joseph Mr. Hol- 
land was quoted as saying: 


"The pass proposition is the curse of 
the Western league as well as of ail minor 
leagues. 
If every ciiib would limit

free tickets, a.s has been done here, base- 
ball would be put on a sound financial 
basis.

The Wabash telegraph lines also suf- 
fered more or less, but communicàtion 
•was not completely severed.

culties. 
Train service, liowever, was not 
interrupted and No. 28, the eastbound 
passenger train, came in nearly on tim^».

Steial centers has been, organized. An amateur athletic association, 
the organization of inter-playground baseball leagues, home garden- 
ing, school gardening, flower shows, Christmas celebrations, social 
center dancing parties, are only a few of the interests developed by 
the committee. The maintenance of the work of the committee cost 
$10,257.25 in lfll">. Tart of the money is appropriated by the school 
board and partis obtained by general subscription. 


A frw years ago a proposal to expend public money in any such 


fashion as this would doubtless have called fortli indigna.n.t protests 
sufficient to defeat it. The idea that any community owed to itself 
the largest development, of its civic life would have been at once 
hooted down as altogether fantastic and not to be countenanced for 
a. moment. Tt would have been denounced as a shameless waste of 
both effort and money and wholly and utterly preposterous. Yet we 
in Fort "Wayne 
1, thry in South ?>end and those in countless other 


cities as well are learning by experience that any effort that aids in 
the development, of closer civic life, broader civic impulses and more 
sympathetic civic concern makes for better citizenship, and that 
neither money nor effort expended intelligently to that, end is wasted.

Then 
Lobenstein was taken to the hospital 
and presented to Baase, who positively 
declared him to be the man. Lobenstcin 
protests his innocence.
